AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SECTION 26-82 OF 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN HEREBY ORDAINS: 


THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF 
THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN 


1. Section 26-82 of the City of East Jordan Code of Ordinances entitled 
“Offenses” is hereby amended to read in its entirety as follows: 


Section 26-82. 


(a) | The term "firework" or fireworks" means any composition or device, 
except for a starting pistol, a flare gun or a flare, designed for the 
purpose of producing a visible or audible effect by combustion, 
deflagration or detonation. Fireworks consist of consumer fireworks, 
low-impact fireworks, articles pyrotechnic, display fireworks, and 
special effects, as defined by the Michigan Fireworks Safety Act, Act 
256 of 2011, as amended, hereinafter the “Fireworks Safety Act.” 


The sale, discharge, storage, transportation and distribution of 
fireworks in the City of East Jordan shall be governed by the 
Fireworks Safety Act. 


The use of low-impact fireworks, (i.e. ground and hand-held sparkling 


devices) and novelties (i.e. snappers, party poppers, snakes, smoke 
balls) as defined in the Fireworks Safety Act are permitted year-round. 


Use of consumer fireworks, as defined in the Fireworks Safety Act, in 
the City of East Jordan is limited to the day before, the day of, or the 
day after a federal holiday, contingent on the following: 


i. Consumer fireworks shall not be sold to a minor under the age 
of 18 years. 


No person under the age of 18 years shall buy or purchase, 
any consumer fireworks, as defined herein, within the City. 


A person shall not ignite, discharge or use consumer fireworks 
on public property, school property, church property or the 
property of another person without that organization's or 
person's express permission to use those fireworks on those 
premises. 


For purpose of this ordinance, Federal holidays are: 


New Year's Day 


Birthday of Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Presidents Day 
Memorial Day 
Independence Day 
Labor Day 
Columbus Day 
Veterans Day 
Thanksgiving Day 
Christmas Day 


No fireworks shall be ignited, discharged or used between the 
hours of 12:00 AM and 8:00 AM. 


Upon application in writing to the City of East Jordan by any 
association or group of individuals for the public presentation of 
“display fireworks,” the City Administrator may grant permission for 
such display, subject to such conditions as the City Administrator or 
his designee may impose to properly safeguard the public, both as to 
persons and property; and subject to the provision of the Fireworks 
Safety Act, Section 28.466. 


The various parts, Sections and clauses of this Ordinance are hereby 
declared to be severable. If any part, sentence, paragraph, section or clause 
is adjudged unconstitutional or invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, 
the remainder of the Ordinance shall not be affected thereby. 


Violation of this Section is a civil infraction, which shall be punished by a fine 
not to exceed $500 plus the costs of prosecution for each violation. 


This Ordinance shall take effect seven (7) days following its enactment and 
publication as provided by the City Charter.
